Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that Malloy removes the 
paraffins and conitnues the reforming process, while the current invention removes the aromatics and continues the reforming process. 
However, the claim language of the present invention does not disclose where the aromatics are removed ant the paraffins are further 
addresed. According to MPEP 2145 VI., "although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims". 

Applicant's second argument is moot because the amendments to claims 1 and 19 are not entered. 

Applicant's third argument is that there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Rambo with Malloy because Rambo is concerned with 
a non-analgous art with respect to Malloy. However, the missing element in Mally, is a manner of separation, and the absorber of Rambo 
achieves the cooling an separation inside an absorber (see Rambo, column 6, lines 51-55). 

Applicant's fourth argument is that Choi does not disclose splitting a portion of the hydrocarbon feed to the second or third reactor as a 
second or third hydrocarbon stream. However, the claims do not mention "splitting" of the feed into separate streams with the same 
composition, but describe a "supplying" of a portion of the feed to a subsequent reactor. Choi discloses separating the feed into two 
components where a lighter component is sent to a subsequent reactor (see Choi, column 6, lines 8-18). This lighter component 
represents a portion of the feed. 
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
